Tbe following is a summary of The 


principal provisions uf the Porto Itican not, 
which goes iulo effect May 1st: - 


From the date of the passage of the act the 


same custom duiies are levied on all goods 
entering Porto R'IQO from foreign countries 
as are levied on (he same goods euleriug the 
United States, save that coffee, which has 
free entry iuto the United States, is to pay 
a duty of 5 cents per ponud on entenug 
Porto Rico. 
Scientific,- literary aud artistic 


works aud books and pamphlets printed in 
the English language may enter Porto Rioo 
free of duly. 


All merchandise coming into the Uuited 


Stales from Porto Hioo and coming into 
Porto Rioo from the United State's shall pay 
16 per cent, of the present Dingley taritt 
rates; articles of the class which pay aa in- 
ternal revenue tax in the United Slates must 
also pay a sum equal to this internal revenue 
duty, while articles from Ihe Uniled States 
goiug-mto Porto Rico muat also be subjected 
to any internal revenue lates of taxation 
there collected on that class of articles. 


One feature of the act, which heretofore 


seems to have attracted little attention, is 
extremely important to the. Porlo tlicans, 
because it will permit them to import freg of 
any duty nearly all of the necessities of life. 
Ondar the orders which the Secretary of 
War had issued, flour, bacon, codfish, fresh 
beef, pork, mutton, rio», bags for sugar, 
coopers' wares and wood cut for making 
casks for sugar or molasses, machinery aud 
apparatus for making and refiuiug sugar, or 
'or other agricultural purposes, plows, hoes, 
hatchets, machetes and other agricultural 
mplemenls not machinery, rough lumber 
and modern school furniture, crude pe 
.roieum, liine, asphalt, 
bitumen 
trees, 


ilants aud mosses in natural or fresh stats, 
mineral, 
carbonated and seltzer waters, 


lither aatural or artificial, root beer, ginger 
ile, and similar ucm alcoholic beveiagea, aud 
numerous other articles are admitted undof 
he act which says specifically that "all 
merchandise and articles entered iuto Porto 
Rioo free of duty uuder orders heretofore 
made by the Secretary of War shall be ad- 
mitted inlo the several ports thereof when 
mported from the Uuited Swes free of 
duty, all laws or parts of laws to the con, 
trary notwitbslanding." Il thus appears that 
he Porto Ricans will, under the new act, 
eoeive from the United States free of any 
duly all of the above important articles iu 
addition to those regularly upon the free 
ist under the Dingley law, while on other 
rtiolcs they will pay but 15 per cent, or 
bree-twemielhs of the regular Diugley tariff 
atea, and what is equally important, they 
ay put an end to ihe payment of even this 
mall duty at any lime they may desire, 
ince the law specifically provides that these 
uties shall cease as soon as tUe Porto R'can 
egislature shall have provided the neces- 
ary revenue for the expenses of the govern- 
ment of the island. 


The duties collected under the net are to 
e placed at the disposal of the President to 
e used for the government aud benefit of 
\>rto Rico until the government of Porto 
lico shall have been organized, when the 
moneys collected are to be turned iulo the 
ocal treasury of Porto Rico. 
Goods import- 


d from Purto Rico and under bond are lo 
ay only the duty imposed by the act. 
The capital is to be at San Juan. Persons 


who were Spanish subjects April 11, 1899, 
nd who have not elected to preserve their 
llegiauce to Spain, are held to be citizens 
f Porto Rico and entitled to the protection 
f the United States. 
The laws aud ordinances of Porlo Rico 
ow in force are to continue except as 
llered by the act, or by military orders, 
nd which are not inconsistent wiu the 
aws of the United States. 


The old law fordidding the marriage of 


priests and ministers is repealed. 


The vessels of Porlo Rico are to be natural 


ised and admitted to the benefits of the 
United Slates coasting laws.

stations are to be established. 
Porto Rico' 


coins are to be retired, ihe peso being rated 
at 60 cenls in the exchange. Three mouihs 
alter the act takes effect Porto Rioo coins are 
not to be legal tender. 
Property usually 


uuder the control of the Uuited Stales wifl 
so continue, and other properties-acquired 
from Spain will be administered by the 
Porto Ricau government. 'The governor is 
to be appointed by the President and hold 
his office for four years, having the powers 
conferred on governors of territories of tUe 
United States, but is to make -his reports 
through the Secretary of Slate 
to the 


President. 


Au executive council appointed by the 


President and confirmed by the Senate, con- 
sists of a secretary, attorney-general, treas- 
urer, auditor, commissioners of interior aud 
education, and five other persons to hold 
office for four years. 
The council is the 


ipper branch of the legislature, five of whom 
shall be natives of Porlo Rioo. 
The other 


branch shall be a house of delegates, to con- 
sist of thirty-five members, elected bien- 
nially by the qualified electors. 


Provision is mode for enacting legislation 


similar to that in other territories. 
The ju- 


dicial power is vested in courts already 
established, the chief justice and associate 
ustioes and marshal to be appointed by the 
President, judges of the district courts and 
3ther officers'by the governor of Porto Rico. 
There is also a United States district court, 


export duties are to be collected, but 


axes and licenses may be levied. 


On the regular election day iu November 


,nd every two years thereafter Porto Rioo 
may choose a commissioner to represent the 
sland at Washington, salary, $5,000. 


A commission of three members, one a 


native of Porto Rico, is to be named to 
evise and codify the laws of Porto Rico.

Passenger Wreck at Bristol. 


A passenger train wreck occurred last 


night at 8.15 on the Pennsylvania railroad 
at South Bristol which resulted in smashing 
two coaches and considerably damaging an 
eugiue. 


The' accident occurred a short distance 


below the Otter bridge signartower near the 
Bristol Cemetery. - The express train which 
left New York al 6 o'clock was run in two 
sections and when the first section reached 
South Bristol a stop was necessary on ac- 
count of a hot box. Although fhe automatic 
signals showed a caution signal at Mill 
street, and the danger signal .at South Bris- 
tol, the second section cutue ou aud crashed 
iuto the rear of the first section. For- 
tunately no one was hurt. 
The two rear 


cars of the first section were combination 
baggage and sinokiug cars. The force of the 
engine drove the rear smoker half way 
through the next car. 
One of the cars be- 


ing a heavy vestibuled one withstood the 
shock but the other was completely tele- 
scoped for half its length. 
It was owing to 


a peculiar circumstance that uo oue was in- 
jured. 
Tbe baggage compartments of the

BASKET BAH 
CHAMPIONSHIP IV BRISTOL. 


On Saturday evening Ihn National League 


basket ball championship will be determined 
at the Bristol .Auditorium. 
After considera- 


ble wrangling between the Trenton and Mill- 
ville managers Bristol was finally selected 
as the place to play off the tie. The game 
will be one of the greatest ever witnessed 
here, as both teams are now in good condi- 
tion and prepared to make the heroic strug- 
gle. Trenton will have its old line-up which 
won so many games ia the early part of the 
season. 


Great prepn.1 aliens are being made at the 


Auditorium lo accommodate the large crowd 
which will assemble. 


Only a limited number of reserved seats 


will be placed ou sale here, as Trenton and 
Millville have each contracted for a block-of 
seats. Extraleserved chairs will be placed 
around Ihe cage on au elevated platform in 
the rear of the last row of the present chairs. 
As large guarantees have been made to the 
Trentou aud Millville teams au advance will 
be made iu the price of seats. Crowds are 
expected from Trentou, Millville, Burling- 
ton, Camden, Philadelphia aud the smaller 
near-by towns. 


The place for playing off the tie was 


determined at a special meeting of the League 
tield id Philadelphia. 
After being iu con- 


ference nearly all day Sunday Managers 
Smith and McMuriay finally had to ask Pres- 
ident Fogel to suggest a plan for them to 
come together, they being unable to agree. 
Bristol aud Camdeu were the only bidders 
for the game, and as Ihe former's offer was 
the better, Trentou insisted on playing on 
that club's floor. Mr. McMurray, on the 
other hand, insisted upou Camdeu, because 
being nearly half way between the two 
cities, it would be us fair for the supporters 
of oue team as for the other in the matter of 
railroad fares, i. e., it would cost the Mill- 
ville "rooters" about us much for railroad 
expenses as the followers of the Trenton 
learn. Mr. McMurray was holding out so|ely 
with a view of giving his patrons a chance 
to see this great battle for the basket ball 
supremacy without loo much of a drain on 
their purses iu the matter of railioad fares, 
he arguing that mauy could uot afford to go 
farther than Camdeu to see tbe game. 


Being unable to come together, they de- 


cided to refer the matter to the Presideut, 
who suggested that first of all a game must 
be arranged 10 decide Ihe tie for the second 
season, and iu case Millville won, another 
game or series of games must be arranged 
for the 1900 championship, since Trenton 
won the pennant of the first season. It was 
then agreed U first play off the first tie for 
the second season, and iu case Millville won, 
another game to be playtd to decide the 
championship, both agreeing that it was too 
late iu the season to play an extra series of 
three games, as was originally intended. That 
part being settled, it was decided to put the 
names ot Bristol and Cumdeu in a hat and 
au outsider atked to draw out a tilip, the 
agreement being that the first game be 
played ou the floor of the club drawn next 
Saturday, April 28, aud the second game, if 
necessary, the following Saturday on the 
floor of the other club. 
The. drawing re- 


sulted in favor of Bristol, where the first 
game will be plnyed next Saturday night, 
and Mauuger Walter West, of the Bristol 
Club, who was present, announced thkt all 
seals—1800—111 Ins hall would be reserved, 
and first come first served would be his rule 
in distributing tbe same.
